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Foreword 


It must be stated that for a regional exhibition to 
be successful, it is necessary that a large proportion 
of the relatively small number of professional artists 
in the region submit outstanding examples of their 
work. Anything less than this degree of coopera¬ 
tion will drastically affect the quality of the exhibi¬ 
tion. It is sadly apparent that with a few notable 
exceptions, artists living within the geographical 
limits indicated, have not responded adequately. If 
the 18th Area Exhibition, scheduled for 1967 does 
not dramatically improve in quality, it may well be 
the concluding exhibition in the series. 

As in the past, no conscious effort has been made 
to choose works in any particular style or idiom of 
expression. The jury is instructed to select works 
representing a high degree of success in the solu¬ 
tion of the problem with which the artist has dealt. 
Following their selections, the jurors expressed their 
sentiments concerning the work submitted for their 
consideration. It was generally felt that there were 
some works, diverse in nature, with quality and 
sophistication. In the majority of cases, however, 
the artist’s idea was far in advance of his technical 
ability to express it. 

The Corcoran feels that Washington is rich in 
talent and that it would be doing a disservice to the 
Nation’s Capital to continue to present a regional 
exhibition that does not reflect in a positive way the 
talent that surrounds us. We trust that the artists, 
once they are fully aware of this dilemma, will accept 
the challenge. 


As with the 16th Area Exhibition, the Gallery was 
able to offer cash prizes for works selected by the 
four jurors, in their respective categories. In addi¬ 
tion, a Gallery staff committee awarded The Cor¬ 
coran Gallery of Art Prize of $500 and The Anna 
Hyatt Huntington Prize of $100. The Carmen and 
David Lloyd Kreeger Purchase Award will not be 
given this year. We are deeply indebted to the indi¬ 
viduals and firms listed on page 5 who have made 
the Prize Fund and Purchase Fund possible. 

On behalf of The Corcoran Gallery, I wish to 
express my appreciation to the members of the jury 
who have selected the exhibition. They are: Gerald 
Nordland, Director, The Washington Gallery of 
Modern Art, Paintings-, Jack Perlmutter, Head of 
Printmaking, The Corcoran School of Art, Prints 
and Drawings ; Rafael Squirru, Director, Cultural 
Affairs, The Pan American Union, Sculpture ; and 
Teruo Hara, Instructor, Ceramics, The Corcoran 
School of Art, Ceramics. The jury selected the 170 
works included in the exhibition from a total of 
1,704 entries.
